The heavy doors of the Licking county 
jail were battered down, and Ether- 
ington was dragged from his cell. He 
was shot, kicked and bruised before 
the street was reached, and the finish 
followed quickly.

Tax on Soft Drinks Is 
Practically Abolished. 


The opinion expressed by Judge John

that the state’s tax 
system of voluntary contributions and 
the work of the tax collectors simply 
emounted to “passing around the hat. 
finds a hearty acceptance in the mind 
cf Comptroller General Wright. 

The tax on soft drinks put in tbe 
tax law of 1909, after much debate, is 
yielding the state practically mo rev- 
enue at all, said Mr. Wright. Some 
manufacturers of carbonated waters 
and sirups are making returns of from 
$z to $5, when from 100 to 4,000 times 
that much was expected. 
The Coca-Cola Company, 
the comptroller general, is 
larger returns than the 
Wright says no machinery 
provided in the law by which he can 
enforce collections. He does not know 
whether or not any of the returns are 
correct. 

Instead of returns being made to the 
tax collectors of the individua] cour- 
ties the law provides they shall be 
the comptroller generals of- 
fice. The tax collectors have inspec- 
tors who go out and dig up property 
that ds not returned for taxation and 
see that it gets on the books. Th, 
comptroller general has no such force. 
In consequence the tax on soft drinks 
carborated waters and svda, wate! 
sirujps has practically been abolishe3 

When the tax bill was under con 
sideration it was first proposed to im 
pose a tax of 10 cents a gallon on a!’ 
such sirups; iater the tax was reduced 
to 5 cents a galion. As it was finall:

VISITS ATLANTA

Came to Probe Walker 
County Situation. 


While in the City He Consult- 
ed. With Counsel About the

There came to Atlanta a few days 
ago from Washington, D. C., an agent 
of the Italian government. and his 
mission, it is understood, was to re- 
tain counsel to investigate the freat- 
ment of Italian employees at the mines 
of the Lookout Mountain Cwoal and 
Coke Company, in Walker county: 

This agent kept his visit and 
sion very quiet, and it was not until 
he had left here to return to Washing- 
ton, which was on last Wednesday 
night, that it *was known he had been 
in Atlanta and had held a conference 
with a prominent legal firm with a 
view of entering suit, if it was deem- 
ed advisable, against the coal com- 
pany if it was found that the treat- 
ment of the Italian employees was of 
such a nature as to warrant carrying 
the matter into the courts.

Captain James W. English was asked 
in regard to the company, and he said: 

“I have nothing to do with the com- 
pany. Il do not think that any of its 
officers can be found in Atlanta.’ He 
said the company had mines in Walker 
county, and was the one, so he under- 
stood, that had the litalian employees 
with whom there had been trouble.

And finally Kliaw & Erlanger saw 
the tide was: setting too fast against 
them, and practically gave up the 
fight. They asked the National Asso- 
elation of Theaters Owners for time for 
the attractions of the syndicate. They 
told the members of the association, 


“we want to send to your houses the 


show of Henry Harris, of Frohman, of

Zimmerman, and of others.” The re- 
quest was denied by the National As- 
sociation, it is said, and Klaw & WDr- 
langer were told that the different 
producers would have to come sepa- 
rately to the Nationa} offices and ask 
for time. According to Mr. Wells’ of- 
“Yice the power behind this. demand of 
the National Association, the power 
that kept the association from con- 
senting, after they had practically 
won all they ever started out to win, 
the “open door,” was the influence of 
the Shuberts, who wanted to crush 
their old-time rivals. 

Then Mr. Wells gave 
“syndicate” shows. 

Campaign of Publicity. 

Mr. Wells at once decided upom a 
campaign of publicity. 

The Constitution received 
lowing telegram:

Where Mr. Wells Stands. 

Later at night, from the press de- 
partment of Mr. Wells tn New York, 
came the following explanation of his 
stand in the present theater fight: 

“New York, July 8—An extraordi- 
Mary business and sentimental crisis 
confronts the stage of this continent. 
The old theatrical trust, which was de- 
vised by and waxed great and powerful 
under the caption of Klaw & Erlan- 
ger, has been conquered by a rival. 

“This rival is known as the National 
Theater Owners’ Association. The his- 
tory of its growth and inevitable suc- 
cess is pretty well known to the pub- 
lic. It had- to succeed. Its success 
was predicted on promises to \ press 
and people, made in good faith and 
aimed to correct the abuses of the old 
trust. It hit at the heart of the evil. 
It promised independence. 
“Foremost among the men who led 
to itS success was Jake Wells, at the 
head of a southern circuit of theaters. 
He is a director of the successful new 
trust, to which the old one has capit- 
ulated. He is the man who led the 
fight against the old trust. 

“In the hourof complete victory, the 
new trust, led by Shubert, hag insisted 
on the annihilation of the old trust. 
They have practically exacted that the 
meow trust exclude from their theaters 
all the attractions of the old trust. 
Not one ‘show’ of the old trust could 
be seen by the American public if the 
mew trust stood by this resolve. 

“In the heat of this warfare, the 
-curious Spectacle of ‘the man, who 


planned and led to victory the new 
trust, unexpectedly rises with objec- 
tions. He is Jake Wells. Mr. Wells 
began the movement against the old 
trust. He says that the old trust shall 
not be excluded; that it must and. shall 
be treated like all the rest of the 
world; that it will not be known from 
anyone else. 
Fought to Open Doors, 

“His own definition of his own posi- 
tion clarifies the situation to the pub- 
lic mind. ‘I ,have not at any time 
advocated the licking or the putting 
out of business of anyone. I went 
into the “‘open door’ movement fight- 
ing against the conditions that Klaw & 
Erianger had created in excluding the 
Shuberts and some other producing 
managers from the theaters. Wwe 
fought to open the doors to all legiti- 
mate producing managers who had 
nm.eritorious attractions to offer, and 
also to be the managers of our own 
theaters, and not the janitors. You 
know too well what a game we were 
up against and how hard it was to 
keep some of the timid ones lined up. 

“"Now to the present situation. 
About ten days ago Klaw & Erlanger 
gave up their opposition to the open 
door policy, and stated in my presence 
that they were satisfied to call off all 
theatrical booking contracts and to 
permit the theaters to book and play 
any and al] attractions they saw fit, or 
effillated with them be given the same 
consideration that was to be accorded 
the so-called “Independent” producing 
managers. This to me meant the se 
curing of what we had been contend- 
ing for, that the battle was over, and 
that we were in a position to manage 
our own theaters and to open them to 
any and all producers alike. Imagine 
My surprise. disappointment, and, in 
fact, my disgust when the situation 
dawned upon me fully that the Na- 
tional Theater Owners’ Association did 
rot want this, but, drunk with their 
apparent success, they were demand- 
ing the complete annihilation of Kliaw 
& Erlanger, and practically the re- 
versal of the situation that had ex- 
isted, and had about put us all out of 
business. The open door to those whv 
had hitherto been shut out, and the 
shutting out of those who had kept 
them out before, unless they submit- 
ted to some ridiculous or humiliating 
condition, 

Reversal of Situation. 

“"*To my mind, | amsorry to gay, it 
simply meant a reversal of the situa- 
tion and no betterment for the theaters. 
It is the passing of a kingdom andthe 
creating of an empire. There is no 
system or business procedure about 
this national organization, and thev 
are not living up to the policy upon 
which the organization was created 
and the impression given the press and 
public a@s8 to what we were fighting 
fcr. We received the universal sup- 
port and indorsement of the press, and 
led them to believe that we were fight- 
ing to secure the management of our 
own theaters, andthrow thedoors open 
to all legitimate producers, thereby 
trying, as near ag possible, to give 
the public what it wanted, and in re- 
turn realize a profit for our efforts and 
labors. It was never in my mind that 
we were about to create an organiza- 
tion that was going to dictate and 
dominate all branches of the theatri- 
cal profession and to down anyone 
who did not entirely agree with us. 
My idea of the affiliation was for the 
protection of the theaters and, inci- 
dentally, to become managers in fact, 
as well as in name.’

W. A. Foster Made Tem- 
porary Chairman.

Committee of Five Is Appoint- 
ed For the Purpose of Draft- 
ing Constitution and By- 
Laws---Interesting Talks Are 
Made. 


The movement to organize the rea! 
estate men of the city took definite 
shape at an enthusiastic meeting hei 
at the Chamber of Commerce rooms 
yesterday afternoon at 4 o'clock. There 
was in the neighborhood of seventy- 
five men in attendance at the meeting. 
which was marked by considerable 
euthusiasm 

W. A. Foster, of Foster & Robson. 
was elected temporary chairman, and 
talph O. Cochran temporary secretary 
the meeting was 
called to order. 

After statements by Messrs. Foster 
and Cochran as to the object of the 
meeting, a general discussion ensue 
as to what sort of organization would 
prove at once the most desirable and 
beneficial to all] concerned. It was 
the sense of the body that the organ- 
ization should be a loose one, attempt 
ing to place practically no restrictions 
upon any member's methods of busi- 
ness. 

Following this discussion a commit- 
tee of five were appointed for the 
purpose of drafting a constitution and 
by-laws for the organization. This 
committee is composed of Forrest 
Adair, Shelby Smith, Charles Girar- 
deau, J. R. Sturgeon and Malcom Mc- 
Neil. The temporary chairman and 
secretary are ex-officio members of 
this committee. 

A number of interesting talks as to 
the good which may come from this 
organization were made. Forrest 
Adair called attention to a number of 
matters which are of general interest 
to the real estate men at the present 
time, which could be handled far more 
successfully with the cooperation of 
all. He pointed out that certain city 
and state laws should be passed rela- 
tive to real estate matters, and that 
working together this body can secure 
their passage. He also mentioned the 
proposed “White Way” as something 
in which all the real estate men are 
interested and one of the things which 
their cooperative efforts would help to 
make a reality. 

Chairman Foster wes another who 
made an interesting ta®#k. He showed 
how such an association will lead to 
not only a better feeling and under- 
Standing among the members, but how 
many matters of interest to all can 
be looked after far better than is pos- 
sible under existing conditions. 

The committee on constitution and 
by-laws was requested to do its work 
at the earliest possible opportunity, 
and a second meeting of those inter- 
ested in the movement is to be called 
as soon as the committee is ready 


with its report. ,

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W. M. Peyton Tries to 
~ Commit Suicide. 


Peyton Was Employee of John 
F. Hughes, Loan Broker, 
Who Killed Himself Thurs- 
day---He Will Be Released 
Today to Attend Funeral. 


W. M. Peyton, aged 48, collector for 
John F. Hughes, the loan broker who 
committed suicide Thursday night, and 
the man who wags near.y cut to death 
on June 21 in a fight with Charles 
Carnes, attempted to end his life in 
his room at 48% WBWast Hunter street, 
last night by gas asphyxiation. 

The police broke into his room at 9% 
o'clock, upon the alarm spread by Pey- 
ton’s ten-year-olq son, Eustace, and 
found him lying unconscjous on the 
bed. The only window in the small 
room was down and the gas jet was 
turned on. 

Peyton wag resuscitated after being 
shaken and revived fully upon reach- 
ing the fresh air. He then made the 
statement that it was through accident 
the gas was On. 

Fearing that he would do himself 
further injury, Peyton was taken to 
police headquarters and held over 
night as a “sleeper.” . 

Low spirited because of the sudden 
and tragic death of his employer, Pey- 
ton told his little son late in the 
afternoon that he intended killing him- 
self during the night by turning on 
‘the gas, according to the lad’s story. 

Saved by His 50n. 

Eustace, who sleeps in the same 
room with his father, not thinking at 
the time of the remarks, took supper 
at the home of an aunt at 37 Martin 
street and later returned back to Pey- 
ton’s room on East Hunter street. 

He knocked on the door but received 
no answer. He turned the knob and 
found the door locked. He then de- 
tected. escaping gas and, remembering 
Peyton’s remark of the afternoon, went 
crying inte the undertaking establish- 
ment of Harry G. Poole, where he told 
Manager Grover Boden his father had 
locked him out and was committing 
suicide. 

Police headquarters was notified and 
Mounted Policemen Rosser and Fain 
came to the scene. Patrolman Bone, 
the officer on the beat, joined them and 
together they prepared to open Pey- 
ton’s room. Bone secured a skeleton 
key and succeeded in opening the 
door. A rush of gas filled the officer’s 
face but they entered, raised the win- 
dow and began to shake the uncon- 
scious man lying on the bed. He 
awoke with a start but a severe head- 
ache made him dizzy and it was sev- 
eral seconds before he could place him- 
self. On a@ table in the room lay a 
revolver. 

Peyton is a collector for the Fulton 
County Discount Company, which has 
an office in the same building with his 
room, and a company in which John 
Hughes, deceased, is sald to have own- 
ed a half interest 

On June 21, Charles Carnes, a for- 
mer employee and Peyton ,engaged in 
a desperate fight in the latter’s apart- 
ment. Carnes used a knife on Pey- 
ton, and Peyton used a poker. Both 
were taken seriously injured to Grady 
hospital where they later completely 
recovered. Carnes was fined and 
bound over when the case came up in 
police court, and Peyton was exoner- 
ated of the charge against him. 

Hughes Under Indictment. 

John F. Hughes, who committed 
suicide in Grant. Park Thursday night 
by drinking carbolic acid while seated 
in the Park avenue pavilion, was un- 
der two indictments from the grand 
jury, which recently conducted the so- 
called “loan shark crusade,” according 
to statements made to the police Fri- 
day nignt. 

He was manager of Emory & Co., 
loan brokers on East Alabama street, 
and is said to have owned half inter- 
est in that firm as well as the Fulton 
Discount Co., of which his brother in- 
law, a Mr. Thompson, is said to be 
manager.

SQUASHES ARE CHEAP, BUT 
THERE ARE OTHER THINGS 


The cheapest thing that a person 


can buy is squashes, so if you are not 
an epicurean, but eat only for the 
necessary and inartistic purpose of 
merely filling a vacant space, go out 
and buy squashes. 

‘Squashes are yellow things that 
sometimes look like gourds and some- 
times like stucco ornaments off of a 


new abomination in architecture. Some 
people fry them and some people stew 
them—the squashes, not the architec- 
tural abominations—so pay your 
money and make your own choice as 
to how to cook them. 

People say that squashes are 
healthy, and maybe they are, even 
though they do not look good before 
or after cooking. But the main point 
is that they cost only a little over 
One cent a piece at present, or twenty- 
five cents a peck. A peck of them 
ought to furnish enough for one meal, 
éven for a proper Rooseveltian fami- 
ly, and bread only costs 5 cents per 
loaf 

That information is for the edifica- 
tion of those who think that it is too 
expensive too live, ang is merely to 
show that some things may be bought 
at reasonable prices. Now there are 
peaches, watermelons, and canta- 
loupes, and various and sundry other 
things that may be nicely used to fill 
Out a menu for a Sunday dinner, and 
with little or no exertion an impos- 
ing sum Of money could be expended 
Om One Ordinary meal.

During the winter the 
fruit of rejectment sold for only 10 
and 15 centg a dozen, and for one 
twelfth of that amount you could 
hand a lemon to each and all your 
enemies; but’ now nothing less than 
25 cents will procure the dozen.

The debate over the income tax 
resolution waged for over two hours 
yesterday in each house of the Geor- 
gia legislature, and a vote was ,reach- 
ed in neither. The discussion will con- 
tinue into next week. 

The indications now are that the 
amendment will be ratified by Georgia, 
but the vote in favor of the resolution 
will be a close one. . 

One of the typical arguments against 
the income tax was that this measure 
was proposed by a republican con- 
gress, and, therefore, there was some 
trick in it. 

In reply, that Senator 
Aldrich, of Rhode Island, opposed the 
amendment; that Senator Clay, of 
Georgia, Senator Bailey, of Texas, and 
other democrats favored the measure; 
that every southern state which has 
acted upon the question of ratifving 
the amendment has approved it, ex- 
cept Virginia and Louisiana; that, on 
the other hand, the states where the 
larger number of the country's million- 
aires live, such as New York and Rhode 
island, had turned down the amend- 
ment.

A Democra tle Doctrine. 


Those approving the ratification of 
the amendment through the adoption 
of the Jackson resolution said it had 
been democratic doctrine for forty 
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years; that the democratic members of | 


congress helped pass the _ resolution 
submitting the proposed amendment to 
the several states; that the tax was 
just, reasonable, equitable, and fair; 
and that it proposed to tax men in di- 
rect \proportion to their ability to pay 
as shown by their incomes. 

Mr. Harrell read from The Congres- 
sional Record a colloquy between Sen- 
ator Aldrith, of Rhode Island, and Sen- 
ator Ciay, of Georgia, on the floor of 
the United States senate, to show that 
the measure was opposed by Mr. Ald- 
rich for fear it would break down the 
protective tariff. 

He thought it would be extremely 
unwise to turn down something the 
democrats had been contending for, 
simply because a democratic majority 
did not run things in Washington. 

Mr. Slater followed Mr. Harrell with 
an earnest, clear and scholarly pres- 
entation of the case. 

Senator Irwin resumed the floor at 
the close of the routine morning busi- 
ness and proceeded with hts discussion 
of the income tax resolution. 

The only arguments advanced in 
favor of the measure, he said, were thet 
it was democratic and that it wouid 
serve to reduce the tariff. He denied 
that the measure proposed to be enact- 
ed if the constitutional amendment was 
adopted, was a democratic measure. 
He said the principle of a graduated 
tax On net incomes had been advocated 
by democrats, but that the democrats 
proposed to specifically exempt incomes 
from state and municipal securities 
and limited the tax to incomes in ex- 
cess of $5,000. 

“I am in favor of a democratic in- 
come tax but not a republican trick 
and claptrap.”’ 

Asked by Mr. Mathews if the amend- 
ment was not submitted to the gtate 
by the votes of democrats in congress, 
he replied: ‘I will come to that later.” 
But he did not return to the subject. 

In discussing what effect an income 
tax would have on tariff reduction, he 
denied that it would have any effect.

Hereafter, seasoned topers appearing before the recorder will 
not_b€ railroaded to the public works or fined. 

The city has made a contract with a local liquor cure for their 
treatment. So, the gentlemen who imbibe too much too frequently 
will be treated in wards specially adapted to that purpose at the 
police station. 

The theory is eminently sensible. 

If the municipality punishes the inebriate with imprisonment, 
there is his up-keep, with the uncertainty of getting much in the 
way of work from a man weakened by dissipation. 

The thing is repeated over and over again, getting worse each 
time. | 

What is of more importance, it i€ likely that, for a period at 
least, the family of the toper will be a charge upon the community, 
not to mention the loss entailed by the. industrial inactivity of the 
toper himself. ; 

Spending a few dollars in an earnest, scientific attempt at cure 
may turn out to be among the best investments any city can make.

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“SPOILING’’ NEGRO FARMHANDS. 


Judge Jeter C. Pritchard, of North Carolina, has the same idea 
regarding one phase of the negro problem as that held by Clar- 
ence Poe of the same state. 

The judge, in an address delivered at Durham recently be- 
fore the National Religious Training School and Chautauqua for the 
negro, strongly advocated agricultural training for the colored man.

Baroness la Roche Injur- 


Daring Woman Aeroplanist 
Became Confused at Dizzy 
Height---Lost Control of Her 
‘Machine, Which Dashed to 
Earth Like a Log. 


Bethany Plains, Rheims, France, July 
8.—The second distressing accident of 
the aviation meeting now in progress 
here occurred today when the Baroness 
deLaroche, driving a Voison biplane, 
lost her nerve when at a height of 
50 meters, shut off the power and fell 
with her machine to the ground. Her 
legs and arms were broken, and she 
suffered severe concussions, but the 
doctors who have her case in hand 
hope for her ultimate recovery. 

Loses Control of Machine. 

At a height of &) meters the Baron- 

ess deLaroche had flown once around 


the big field. The spectators in the 
grand stand were applauding her vo- 
ciferously. Suddenly she appeared to 
become frightened at the approach of 
two other aeroplanes, one of which, 
a Sommer, driven by M. Lindpaintner, 
passed directly over her. The baron- 
ess, in a period of consciousness after 
the accident, said that the rush of air 
from the motor overhead had thrown 
her into consternation and that she 
cut the ignition and lost control of 
her biplane. At first the machine 
glided on an even Keel, but suddenly 
it turned over and fell like a meteor- 
ite to the ground and was wrecked. 
Manglied Form Extricated. 

The crowds rushed out on the field 
and extricated the mangled and bloody 
form of the woman aviator from the 
tangled debris and she was conveyed 
to a near-by hospital. Meanwhile 
Lindpaintner had descended, and the 
crowd, believing him to have been re- 
sponsible for the accident, threatened 
to lynch ' him. Gendarmes, however, 
threw a cordon about the aviator and 
dispersed the excited spectators. An 
inquiry by the-judges’ committee into 
the accident showed later that Lind- 
paintner was in no way responsible 
for it. 

The first accident of the meeting oc- 
curred last Sunday, the opening day, 
when Charles Wachter’s Antoinette 
monoplane collapsed at a height of 
500 feet and dropped like a stone, in- 
Stantly killing Wachter.

MORE THAN THE OTHERS 


Stock Market Affected by the 
_ Government Report on 
Crop Condition. 


New York, July. 8.—The: day’s new 
budget today contained several] items 
of large importance from a general 
financial standpoint. First in choice, 
as to importance, although last in or- 
der of occurrence, was the govern- 
ment grain crop report. The percen- 
tage of 61.6 for spring wheat seemed 
to disconcert speculative sentiments op 
the appearance of the flash pulletin 
and there was an abrupt relapse in 
prices. The . northwestern grangers 
suffered most, but the whole list was 
affected, transforming earlier gains fn- 
to genera! losses. 

Allowance is to be made in measur- 
ing the action of the stock market for 
the extent of the rebound in prices 
aud the suddenness with which it had 
occurred. At the high leveis of the 
morning, prices showed recoveries run- 
ning 5 and 7 points from the lw 
prices in the case of some of the 
active leading stocks. The Atchison 
dividend was of considerable direct 
effect in strengthening stocks, follow- 


ing the St. Paul dividend action yes- 


terday. The maintenance of these divi- 
dends at theepreviously existing rates 
confirmed the predictions of a party 
in the speculation which had been in- 
sistent that they were to come down. 
The air of discouragement over the 
treatment accorded the railroads by 
the government authorities, was used 
to strengthen the claims of those who 
expected a marking down of the divi- 
dend rate. The large inroads on the 
roads’ earnings of the two systems, in 
themselves, largely in excess of pre- 
vious years, made by the growth in 
operating cost showing heavy shrink- 
age in the net return as a conse- 
quence, colored the unfavorable sup- 
positions regarding the dividends. 

The price in the market, especially 
in the case of Atchison, was taken to 
indicate a strong likelihood of divi- 
dend reduction. The fact of a large 
speculation for the decline based on 
this assumption coul not admit of 
doubt under the circumstances. 

A demand from uncovered shorts 
with the disclosure of the intention tv 
maintain the dividend was a logical! 
result. This disclosure was allowed 
to become known in unofficial but 
significant ways before the actual dec- 
laration of the dividend, and the in- 
tention has been an influence in the 
two days’ recovery in the stock mar- 
ket. That influence was supplemented 
by rumors that some action by the in- 
terstate commerce commission was 
pending which would further the 
ckaims of the ratiroads for rate ad- 
vances. 

The monthly report of the copper 
producers proved a problem that stock 
market sentiment hesitated to attempt 
solve. The June producion proved 
the largest since the records have 
kept, and to this was due the fact 
that nearly 8,900,000 pounds was add- 
ed to stocks of the metal during the 
month, notwithstanding the heavy ex- 
pansion of the deliveries into con- 
sumption.

Boston, July 8.—As a result of the 
steadily declining prices for wool in 
the American market, Boston wool 
dealers have not only stopped large 
quantities of wool in transit from Aus- 
tralia and sold them in London, but 
more recently this city has assumed 
the unusual position oY actually being 
a wool exporter. It is estimated that 
about 1,700.000 pounds of foreign wools 
held in bond here have recently been 
reshipped to London to be sold at 
auction. 

For the entire six months of this 
year, Boston has exported 3.550.000 
pounds of wool as against the nomi- 
nal amount of 170,000 pounds for the 
same period of last year. These fig- 
ures, however, represent very inade- 
quately the woo] which has been taken 
out of the Boston markéet, owing to. the 
depression in the American textile in- 
dustry.

President W. E. Dunwody, E. 
W. Stetson, W. J. Massee and 
Henry S. Edwards Go to See 
Roosevelt on His Invitation. 


Brown House, Macon, Ga., July 8.—~ 
(Special.)\—President W. E. Dunwody, 
Eugene W. Stetson, W. Jordan Massee 
and Postmaster Harry 8 Edwards left 
tonight for New Yk city, where they 
go at the invitation of Colonel Theo- 
dore Roosevelt to confer with him 
about making a trip to Macon in the 
fall when he comes south during the 
Georgia state fair. 

He had been asked to visit Macon 
prior to his asking for the conference, 
and he immediately expressed a desire 
to see the citizens from Macon. The 
business men representing the state 
fair will make every effort to bring 
Mr. Roosevelt to this point during the 
tour south. His coming here will be 
considered a matter of more than 
usual importance, and the business 
men of the Central City who are to 
see him are very much encouraged at 
his invitation, for they believe he will 
make this point one to be visited on 
his southern trip.

New Orleans, July 8.—Secretary Hes- 
ter's weekly .New Orleans cotton ¢x- 
statement issued before the 
close of business today shows a de- 
crease in the movement into sight com- 
pared with the 7 days ending this date

For the 8 days of July, the totals
